Let 
him not complain nor struggle against wind 
and tide. 
To rise is Hie prerogative of ge­ 
nius sud good luck; lo go down again is to 
submit to the revenges of time. 
Richelieu, 
who was the English minister's master in di­ 
plomacy, courage and success, succumbed at 
last; and Gladstone, whose continuance in 
power depends more upon personal populari­ 
ty than did that of Hie Frenchman, ought not 
rn au unmanly way to shrink from the “ kill­ 
ing frost." 
In his address at Illackhealii a day or two 
ago, the Premier made a very damaging ad­ 
mission to the people—that Parliament was 
dissolved because Hie government fell that its 
power was ebbing. 
When analyzed a little 
further, Hie above statement will be found to 
mean that Parliament was dissolved because 
Mr. Gladstone fell that his administration 
was not sustained by the people, as a strong 
cabinet must be.

A dog fs supposed to be among tho cheap­ 
est of domestic pets, because if he is pro|>erly 
trained he will steal a large part of Ins living 
from the neighbors. 
A dog, too, Is a faithful 
beast. 
He will stick to his master often when 
it would be to his m aster's advantage if he 
would go away for a while. 
Now, Mr. Ilol- 
man is a dog, a watch dog, a professional 
watch dog of the Treasury of Hie United 
States, aud his station is iu the House. 
He 
keeps a sharp eye on everybody who talks 
about, or even looks at, Un* national money 
bags. 
When he thinks larcenous intentions 
exist he growls and shows his white aud aw 
fat teeth. 
Sometimes lie overdoes ins busi­ 
ness and coats more than he is the means of 
saving.

Inspector-General Davis, who 
ought to know what he is talking about, de­ 
clared before tile House Military Committee 
that the schools managed under national aus­ 
pices for the instruction of juvenile savages 
are failures in all essential particulars.

haps we have no reason to reproach ourselves 
beyond measure on that account, as it is prob­ 
able the children have no national inclination 
for books. 
If so, it may be worth while to 
save what few dollars those unsuccessful in­ 
citations annually cost us.

of our national existence, at Philadelphia, 
ll 
Is only patriotic to jubilate on that occasion 
and only poetically proper that we should do 
it in the vicinity of Independence Hall. 
There 
Is no room for more than one opinion on tile 
subject so far. 
But when the managers of the 
exhibition notify the country of their intention 
to ask un appropriation from Congress of from 
five to ten millions, more or less, to enable 
them to carry out their “ grand designs,” we 
feel that the enterprise savors of a mean, low 
cunning, better suited to a railroad company 
(ban a memorial association of truly good 
men.

that when the Committee of the Exhibition 
persuaded Hie President lo invite the heads 
of foreign nations to co-operate in the mutter, 
they intended to have the project take on iii 
this way a quasi official aspect, and they tiowr 
claim money aid on Hie ground that the gov­ 
ernment has assumed a part at least of Hie 
responsibility. 
If this is not a confidence 
game, then Mr. Hawley will kindly tell us 
what to call it. 
We hoj>e that the appropria­ 
tion will be refused and that the Centennial 
will succeed—both. 
If there has ever been or 
is likely to be a demonstration which should 
depend altogether on popular good-will and 
voluntary subscriptions, it is this.

not be Hie faintest odor of jobbery afront it.

also the act authorizing coinage to lie execut­ 
ed ut the mints of tho Unite I State; for for­ 
eign countries. 


M aynard's f r e e banking b il l. 
The following is a synopsis of Maynard's 
hill on free banking aud national currency: 
It amends the 31st S»*ction of tile law of 
Juno 30, 1861, so that banks shall hereafter 
not be required to keep on ham I any amount 
of money whatever by reason of their respec­ 
tive circulation, but the moneys required to 
ho kept on baml at all times shall Im.* determ­ 
ined by tile amount of deposits. 
Tin* 2d Sec­ 
tion repeals tile second proviso of Section 2, 
of Hie law of July 12th, 1*70, for the redemp­ 
tion of the three per cent. temjk»vary loan so 
far as it restricts the amount of notes for cir­ 
culation. 
Tile 3d .Section provides that na­ 
tional banks shall at all times keep on depos­ 
it in the Unite I States Treasury in lawful 
money of the United States a sum equal to 
five per cent, of their circulation, to Im* held 
and used only for Hie redemption of -uch 
circulation. 
The 
4th 
S ’Ctioti 
authorize* 
national banks lo withdraw portions of their 
circulating notes iii sums of not less than 
510,000 and to withdraw a proi>orttonal* 
amount of bonds deposited iii pledge for such 
circulation. 
The 6th amends Sections 31 and 
32 of the national bunking law by requiring 
all banks to keep their lawful money reserves 
in their own vaults at their places of business. 
The Gth requires tho chartered nurnliers of tile 
various hanks to be printed on their uotes 
whenever the same shall conte into Hie treas­ 
ury for redemption or otherwise. 
The 7th au­ 
thorizes batiks to Ijo organized without circu­ 
lation on depositing in the Treasury not less 
than 510,000ii) United Stat** registered bonds, 
aud authorizes banks already organized with­ 
out circulation to withdraw their bond* in 
excess of $10,000.

S E N A T E . 
Washington, Jan. 29. 
The CHAIR (Mr. Carpenter) asked the at­ 
tention of the Senate that he might obtain ad­ 
vice. 
He said the press of the country had 
called attention to the abuse growing out of 
Hie use of the contingent fund of the Senate. 
He was aware of but one, aud that was fur­ 
nishing stationery to the reporters' gallery of 
the Senate. 
He had signed three orders al­ 
ready for that purpose, and this morning 
found another on his table awaiting his signa­ 
ture. 
He had searched but could find no luw 
authorizing the President of Hie Senate to 
give such orders, but believed it had been 
the custom. 
If lie had violated the law in sign­ 
ing the orders he was willing to give a check 
for the amount, as he signed tiem in ac­ 
cordance with custom without an examina­ 
tion. 
At the suggestion of Conkling the 
Chair read the o dens. 
They call for large 
aud small note paper and envelopes, pencils, 
erasers, pens, penholders, foolscap paper, Ac. 
The note paper and envelopes and lead pen­ 
cils being out of proportion to other station­ 
ery for reportorial purposes, further discussion 
brought out the fact that this stationery was 
all used by newspaper correspondents, not by 
the 
official reporters of the Senate. 
The 
names of t4ie former tilled two pages of Hie 
Congressional Directory, among them several 
ladies. 
The statement made by the Chair 
conveyed tile supposition tliat each one of the 
reporters on the list had been in the liabit of 
calling on (he stationer for his or lier supply 
of stationery.

lure. 
The abalones are generally sought low 
er down tho coast, but are als* found in the 
ueigtiliorhood of Ban Diego. 
Day before yesterday Fang Chou, a proles 
sional fisherman residing 
near Roseville, 
known among Americans by the nickname of 
“Chowder,” started out to the Coronaries iu 
his boat, to hunt for abalones. 
Of course his 
movements can only lie surmised by the event. 
The supposition is that he moored his boat 
and began Ins quest. 
The Coronaries are 
quite abrupt in their format ion—precipitous, 
but occasionally broken. 
“Chowder" saw an 
enormous abalone In a cleft of the rock, iii a 
place covered with water when the tide was 
in, and, throwing himself on bis stomach, It® 
dropped over the ledge to wrench the delicacy 
from its fastness. 
Abalones are univalvular. 
and if, in detaching one front the rock to 
which It can fix itself utmost immovably, one 
happens to not wrench it loose ut once it ofteu 
closes it* single obeli un the rock, prisoning 
the slanting bun I and causing inexpressible 
agony. 
This was |>oor “ Chowder’s " fat*. 
As his 
evil star would have it, the abalone was unu­ 
sually large, aud the poor Chinaman, unable 
to release himself, must have early realized 
that Ii® was doomed. 
From hisposition.lean 
tug over the rock, he could ; ut brace himself, 
or obtain any leverage tty which, at the sacri­ 
fice of the build, if need he, he could tear him­ 
self free. 
We eau imagine the agony Buttered by the 
poor wretch us he waited long hours for the 
rising of the tide, which should end his misery 
by death. The actual pain endured must have 
been unspeakable, and no help wa* nearer 
(ban eighteen railes. 
We can conceive of nothing so horrible as 
such a situation, except the ancient Persian 
punishment of the “ Boat," described minutely 
in Plutarch, in which the victim was thrown 
to the ground, a boat was turned upside down 
over hint and staked, and his face was smeared 
witii honey to attract the insects. 
There he 
was left to die. 
The poor Chinaman’* plight 
was almost as bad as this; but, happily, the 
returning tide prevented the agony from being 
as lasting. 
The inexorable waters, however, 
shortly did their work. 
There came a time 
when the poor Chinaman could strain no long­ 
er, and when the briny Hood sucked from his 
lungs Hie breath of life. 
When yesterday Chowder’s Ixxly was recov­ 
ered by a brother Celestial, bis dead hand was 
still clutched in the remorseless grasp of the 
abalone, which* had so terribly avenged the 
invasion of Ins rocky home. 
The ugouy the 
|)oor fellow had endured was imprinted on 
his face.

Pork is getting to be a dangerous article of 
food again. Most adult people will recollect 
that we had a sensation from thi3 source in 
1865. The disease then new to medical sci­ 
ence in that precise form, namely, trichina 
spiralis, prevailed somewhat extensively and 
with frequent fatal results. It lias broken 
cover again in Ohio. Seven persons are re­ 
ported at the point of death in Aurora in that 
state from having partaken of fre3h pork with 
an infinite uumoer of these small worms in 
it. The disease ba3 the general symptoms of 
typhoid fever and is very difficult of treat­ 
ment, inasmuch as the worms soon infest the 
stomach and intestines of the patient, from 
which it is found Impossible to dislodge them 
by proclamation or physic. We know of but 
one thing to recommend—don’t eat pork. It 
is mean stufl at any time, and perfectly in­ 
fernal when it has worms. 


C h a r lo tte C u s h m a n . 
It is pleasant to see this venerable actress 
retaining her faculties and professional pow 
ers in sufficient force to draw thousands of 
the best and most cultivated people to her 
readings this wiuter. We call her venerable, 
for she has lived beyond the ordinary limit 
which bounds at least the public life of her 
class. She ¡3 now, we believe,fifty-eight years 
of age, and made her debut at the age of 
nineteen. Consequently her artistic career 
comprises all there is of the history of the 
drama in this country. Miss Cushman ac­ 
companied the English tragedian Macready in 
a professional tour through the northern states 
in 1844. At this time she undertook the high­ 
er ranges of tragedy, with marked success. 
Her reception in London the following year, 
to which city she went unknown and unher­ 
alded, was of the most flattering description. 
She remained in London four years, and on 
her return to the United Stales assumed a 
new part—that of Meg Merrilies, in an adap 
tation of Scott’s “ Guy Mannering.” We think 
Miss Cushman’s career to have tended to ele­ 
vate the standard of dramatic success and to 
make Americau audiences more ju3lly exact­ 
ing and discriminating. We write this be­ 
cause of the unanimous approval which her 
Shakesperean readings meet with at (.his late 
epoch of her life. We trust the time may yet 
be distant when the golden bowl will be broken 
at so pure a fountain. 


t'a c ilo D e sc e n su s A v c r n i. 
Mr. Gladstone sees his lengthening shadow 
and the declining sun of his influence. Let 
him not complain nor struggle against wind 
and tide. To rise is the prerogative of ge­ 
nius and good luck; to go down again is to 
submit to the revenges oí time. Richelieu 
who was the English minister’s master in di 
plomacy, courage and success, succumbed at 
last; and Gladstone, whose continuance in 
power depeuds more upon personal populari 
ty than did that of the Frenchman, ought not 
in an unmanly way to shrink from the “kill 
ing frost.” 
In his address at Blackheath a day or two 
ago, the Premier made a very damaging ad 
mission to the people—that Parliament was 
dissolved because the government felt that its 
power was ebbing. When analyzed a little 
further, the above statement will be found to 
mean that Parliament was dissolved because 
Mr. Gladstone felt that his administration 
was not sustained by the people, as a stron 
cabinet must be. In the year 1871 he went 
before an immense audience of 16,000 and in 
one of the most able and adroit speeches of 
his life, turned the tallies in his favor, after 
being received with a storm of hisses and 
yells. Now, three years later, he addresses a 
gathering not one-flfth as large, makes the 
usual promises about economy and reform 
querulously 3peaks of the necessity for closer 
Liberal party affiliatiou, receives a meaning­ 
less “vote of confidence,” after which the 
meeting adjourned. Mr. Gladstone’s uatu 
ral enemy, Ren. Disraeli, is upon the war path 
and will undoubtedly do liis best to facilitate 
the Premier’s descent towards a possible de 
feat in the pending elections.

A dog is supposed to be among the cheap 
est of domestic pets, because if lie is properly 
trained lie will steal a large part of his livio 
from the neighbors. A dog, too, is a faithful 
beast. He will stick to his master often wtien 
it would be to his master's advantage if lie 
would go away for a while. Now, Mr. Hoi 
man is a dog, a watch dog, a professional 
watch dog of the Treasury of the United 
States, and his station is in the House. lie 
keeps a sharp eye on everybody who talks 
about, or even looks at, the national money 
bags. When he thinks larcenous intentions 
exist he growls and shows his white and aw­ 
ful teeth. Sometimes he overdoes his busi­ 
ness and C03ls more than lie is the means of 
saving. Thus, about one year ago Congress 
appropriated $15,000 for the construction of 
a telegraph line between the several executive 
departments,the White lIou3e and the Capitol. 
The other day, as the lines were complete, 
the House wanted to pass a bill to place the 
requisite operators in the various offices. 
This involved of course, a slight additional ex­ 
penditure. At this critical point the “ watch­ 
dog’s honest bark” rose upon the ambient air. 
Here was something to do altogether in his 
line. So, aided and abetted by another ca­ 
nine, he made dilatory motions and staved oil' 
action for just half a day, then the bill passed. 
As the time of the House is worth $12,000 a 
day and costs the people that whether it does 
any business or not, it is a simple sum in 
arithmetic to show what the watch dog’s fidel­ 
ity came to on that occasion—exactly $6,000- 
What is patriotic economy when it abides in 
the breast of a fool! 


XVe H o p e N o t. 
Another wretched specimen of the tendency 
of almost everybody and every corporation to 
‘ move in a mysterious way their wonders to 
perform,” is aflorded by the altitude of the 
Centennial Commission before Congress at the 
present time. We, iu common with the peo­ 
ple of the whole country, have nothing but the 
most friendly feeling towards the proposed 
celebration of the one hundredth anniversary 
of our national existence, at Philadelphia. It 
is only patriotic to jubilate on that occasion 
and only poetically proper that we should do 
it in the vicinity of Independence Hall. There 
is no room for more than one opinion on the 
subject so far. But when the managers of the 
exhibition notify the country of their intention 
to ask an appropriation from Congress of from 
five to ten millions, more or less, to enable 
them to carry out their “ grand designs,” we 
feel that the enterprise savors of a mean, lew 
cunning, better suited to a railroad company 
than a memorial association of truly good 
men. The least pleasant phase of the transac­ 
tion to our miud is not merely the demand 
for money from the Treasury, but the tortuous 
course adopted by the committee to make the 
application seem like the logical sequence of 
a previous partial promise. Our meaniug is, 
that when the Committee of the Exhibition 
persuaded the President to invite the heads 
of foreign nations to co-operate in the matter, 
they intended to have the project take on in 
this way a quasi official aspect, and they now 
claim money aid on the ground that the gov 
crnment lias assumed a part at least of the 
responsibility. 
If this is not a confidence 
game, then Mr. Hawley will kindly tell us 
what to call it. We hope that the appropria 
tion will be refused and that the Centennial 
will succeed—both. If there has ever been or 
is likely to be a demonstration which should 
depend altogether on popular good-will and 
voluntary subscriptions, it is this. Let there 
not be the faintest odor of jobbery about it. 


C o n c e r n in g S c a les. 
The management of the Indian Bureau has 
always been a disgrace, and the sooner 
the ultimate red man seeks the happy hunting 
grounds the better for the reputation of this 
government. Inspector-General Davis, who 
ought to know what he is talking about, de­ 
clared before the House Military Committee 
that the schools managed under national aus­ 
pices for the instruction of juvenile savages 
are failures in ail essential particulars. Per­ 
haps we have no reason to reproach ourselves 
beyond measure on that account, as it is prob­ 
able the children have no national inclination 
Tor books. If so, it may be worth while lo 
save what few dollars those unsuccessful in­ 
stitutions annually cost us. The Indiaus of 
all ages do, however,appreciate firearms; and 
Mr. Davis deposes to the effect that' plenty of 
the most approved styles of breech-loaders 
and other kinds of muskets are to be found 
among them. The guns are furnished by tra­ 
ders in some cases, and not infrequently by 
the Bureau itself under the direction of the 
government.

BILLS SIGNED BY THE PRESIDENT. 
The President to-day signed the act provid­ 
ing for busts of the late Chief Justices Taney 
and Chase to be placed in the Supreme Court 
room; also the net to abolish tiie office of 
Deputy Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
also the act authorizing coinage Lo lie cxecut 
ed at the mints of the United State- for for­ 
jo countries. 
Ma y n a r d’s f r e e b a n k in g b il l . 
The following is a synopsis of Maynard’s 
bill on free banking and national currency 
It amends the 31st Section of the law of 
June 30, 1861, so that banks slmll hcreafte 
not be required to keep on hand any amount 
of money whatever by reason of their respec 
tive circulation, but the moneys required to 
be kept on hand at all tiir.es shall be determ 
ined by the amount of deposits. The 2d Sec 
tion repeals the second proviso of Section 2 
of the law of July 12th, 1870, for the redemp­ 
tion of the three per cent, temporary loan so 
far a3 it restricts the amount of notes for cir­ 
culation. The 3d Section provides that na 
tional banks shall at all times keep on depos­ 
it in the United States Treasury in lawful 
money of the United States a sura equal to 
five per cent, of their circulation, to be held 
and used only for the redemption of such 
circulation. 
The 4th Section authorizes 
national banks to withdraw portions of their 
circulating notes in sums of not less than 
S10,000 and lo withdraw a proportionate 
amount of bonds deposited in pledge for sucli 
circulation. The 5th amends Sections 31 and 
32 of the national banking law by requiring 
all banks to keep their lawful money reserves 
in their own vaults at their places of business. 
The 6th requires the chartered numbers of the 
various banks to be printed on their notes 
whenever the same shall come into tiie treas­ 
ury for redemption or otherwise. The 7th au­ 
thorizes banks to be organized without circu­ 
lation on depositing in the Treasury not less 
than $10,000 in United States registered bonds, 
and authorizes banks already organized with­ 
out circulation to withdraw their bonds in 
excess of $10,000.

At the suggestion of Conkling the 
Chair read the o tiers. They call for large 
and small note paper and envelopes, pencils, 
erasers, pens, penholders, foolscap paper, &e. 
The note paper and envelopes and lead pen­ 
cils being out of proportion to other station­ 
ery for reportorial purposes, further discussion 
brought out the fact that this stationery was 
all used by newspaper correspondents, not by 
the official reporters of the Senate. The 
names of the former flllett two pages of the 
Congressional Directory, among them several 
ladies.

[Laughter.] lie then 
read from the Louisiana constitution and tlic 
law governing election returns, and argued 
that the action of both returning boards, that of 
Warmoth and that of Lynch, was illegal. Ilis 
friend from Indiana [Morton] had dilated much 
on the decision of the Supreme Court of Louisi­ 
ana, by which the Senate of the United States 
was bound. In May, 1872, before that Court 
was uudermincd by politics, its decisions in 
two cases were in accordance >vitli the views 
lie [Mr. Carpenter] was presenting. Before 
the Court had been tampered with, before it 
feared for its existence, it decided what 
any other court would that a verd order pro­ 
duces no legal results and therefore that War­ 
moth had no authority to remove Bovee as 
Secretary of State. The vacancies existín_ 
in the Canvassing Board on the 14th day of 
November, 1872, iwere therefore never filled 
and the only members of that board were 
Warmoth and Lynch and they voted in difie- 
rent ways, so there was no election whatever. 
Referring to the forged affidavits from which 
the Lynch board made 
up its re­ 
turns, 
lie said one little 
gentleman 
with smiling face appeared before the com­ 
mittee and swore that he forged twelve hun­ 
dred affidavits and delivered them to Buvee 
in open board. Bovee said lie was “a h—1 of 
a fellow” and asked him if lie could not get 
some more. He replied, “Yes; he could have 
more by 9 o'clock in the morning.” [Laugh­ 
ter.] Carpenter again quoted from the* testi­ 
mony before tiie committee and said instead 
of 9,606 majority for McEnery, as shown by 
the returns, this Lynch board gave Kellogg 
double that. He must say if Warmoth could 
not abolish that board it was immortal atid 
never could be abolished. This canvass was 
also very profitable to tiie Lynch board. It ap­ 
pears virtue in Louisiana lias its reward and 
that speedily. Lynch had liis own son,an engi­ 
neer on tiie Southern Pacific Railroad, ap- 
poiuted inspector of live stock in New Or­ 
leans at an annual salary of $12,090 and then 
had liis son appoint an old friend of liis depu­ 
ty; but finally Lynch came to the conclusion 
that it would not look well to have liis son in 
the position and hail him resign. Alter com­ 
ing before the committee at Washington and 
airing his patriotism he went back to New Or­ 
leans and Kellogg appointed him to the iden­ 
tical office at a salary of $12,000, which lie 
holds this day. The Kellogg Legislature 
abolished two courts and created a new 
one, making Hawkins Judge and consolidating 
the jurisdiction of both and giving him ex­ 
clusive jurisdiction over contested election 
cases, writs of mandamus, Ac., saying to 
him, “ Faithful in a few things, I'll make thee 
ruler over many.” {Laughter.] Then Pinch- 
back was sent to the Senate. Whatever else 
may lie said of those rascal3 down there they 
certainly don’t forget their associates. [Re­ 
newed laughter.] When liis friend from Indi­ 
ana (Mr. Morton) came thundering down on 
him with ins artillery and heavy ordnance he 
would commend him to careful examination 
of the testimony just read.

A H O R R IB L E D E A T H . 
A l l a u h e ld fu s t b y a S ea M o n ste r u n ­ 
til th e T id e R is e s a n d C o v ers H im . 
From the San Diego World, Jan. 1. 
We were yesterday put into possession of 
the details of the death of a Chinaman on the 
Coronados, that eclipse in horror the death 
scene described by Victor Hugo in his “Toil­ 
ers of the Sea,” in which a devil fish is intro­ 
duced with a graphic power. Our readers 
know that the abaloue meat is a prized deli­ 
cacy of the Chinamen, and that the shell of 
the abalone, when properly'polished, is one of 
the most fanciful and beautiful things in na­ 
ture. The abalones are generally sought low­ 
er dowu tho coast, but are ais» found in the 
neighborhood of San Diego. 
Day before yesterday Fung Chou, a profes­ 
sional fisherman residiug near Roseville, 
known among Americans by the nickname of 
“Chowder,” started out to the Coronades in 
liis boat, to hunt for abalones. Of course his 
movements can only be surmised by the event. 
The supposition is that he moored liis boat 
and began liis quest. The Coronades are 
quite abrupt in their formation—precipitous, 
but occasionally broken. “Chowder” saw an 
enormous abalone in a cleft of tiie rock, in a 
place covered with water when the tide was 
in, and, throwing himself on his stomach, ho 
dropped over the" ledge to wrench the delicacy 
from its fastness. Abalones are univalvular, 
and if, iu detaching one from the rock to 
which It can fix itself almost immovably, one 
happens to not wrench it loose at once it often 
closes its single shell on the rock, prisoning 
the spoiling hand and causing inexpressible 
agony. 
"This was poor “ Chowder’s ” fate. As his 
evil star would have it, the abalone was unu­ 
sually large, aud the poor Chinaman, unable 
to release himself, must have early realized 
that he was doomed. From his position,lean- 
iug over the rock, lie could rot brace himself, 
or obtain any leverage by which, at the sacri­ 
fice of the hand, if need be, lie could tear him­ 
self free. 
We can imagine the agony suflered by the 
poor wretch as he waited long hours for the 
rising of the tide, which should end his misery 
by death. The actual pain endured must have 
been unspeakable, and no help was nearer 
than eighteen miles. 
We can conceive of nothing so horrible as 
sucli a situation, excepl the ancient Persian 
punishment of the “ Boat,” described minutely 
in Plutarch, iu which the victim was thrown 
to the ground, a boat was turned upside down 
over him and staked, and his face was smeared 
with honey to attract the insects. There he 
was left to die. The poor Chinaman’s plight 
was almost as bad as this; but, happily, the 
returning tide prevented the agony from being 
as lasting. The inexorable waters, however, 
shortly did their work. There came a time 
when the poor Chinaman could strain no long­ 
er, and when the briny flood sucked from his 
lungs the breath of life. 
When yesterday Chowder’s body wa3 recov­ 
ered by a brother Celestial, his dead hand was 
still clutched in the remorseless grasp of the 
abalone, which; had so terribly avenged the 
invasion of his rocky home. The agony the 
poor fellow had endured was imprinted on 
his face.

strong taste for the flesh of dogs and cats, he 
lately feasted upon a fiue specimen of the 
feline race. lie was shortly afterward seized 
with a fit of vomiting, with excruciating pains. 
A doctor, who was sent for, discovered that 
the cat upon which he had been feediug had 
eaten a rat which had previously swallowed 
some food mixed with poison.

The Freeman does not seem to lake kindly 
to the School Commissioners. 
It clamors to 
have them abolished. 
Their cost to the state 
it thinks far outweighs Hie value of their ser­ 
vices. The work done by them might be done 
more cheaply and not more |>oorly by some 
other methods, though what there may lie it 
does not very clearly explain. It may at least 
be doubled whether such hope would tie re­ 
alized und whether after all any wirer, better 
or more economical arrangem ent for perform­ 
ing a necessary service could Im* found than 
that which the present Commissioner system 
supplies. 
Y on will furnish the space, I hope, 
for a few calm words in support of this view. 
The common ttchool system of our stale, as in 
operation now, is a growth. It did not spring 
full-born into being. 
It is the fruit of earnest, 
patient thought, study and labor applied to it 
by the soundest and most enlightened intel­ 
lects of the state. 
It made progress through 
slow experiment, moving hopefully along thro' 
nearly all the years of thejpresent century. The 
result is u common school system, admirable 
as a whole, and challenging comparison with 
the most advanced aud complete systems to 
he found iii all the country. 
The doors of the 
common school are throwu open to all the 
children of the state. The state’s liberal boun­ 
ty furnishes the means of education for the 
lloorest, and the increasing outlay for educa­ 
tional purposes, rendered necessary by the 
growing numbers of the population, and easily 
met by the steadily growing wealth and re­ 
sources of “ the Empire State,” Is no less hon­ 
orable lo lier public spirit than it is significant 
of a true, far-seeing policy. 
The commissioners have now for nearly 
eighteen years formed a part of the school 
system. 
They superseded the town superin­ 
tendents, who were found inadequate for the 
specific service ex a c te d of them. 
The ap­ 
pui nlineut of the former, with their duties 
clearly defined by statute, marked an advance 
in the right direction. 
The Commissioners 
were made local su|K?rvisors of Hie schools iii 
their several districts, with powers, subject to 
the State Superintendieiit, to regulate and di­ 
rect all m atters pertaining to Hie welfare of 
the schools. 
Among their duties were three, 
viz: 
The securing of pricier teachers for dis­ 
tricts, by careful examination into their moral 
as well as their Intellectual qualifications, li­ 
censing such, and annulling the certificates of 
teachers found perchance iocorepettnt, or tie­ 
ing morally unworthy. 
The defining of the 
true boundaries of districts, Hie issuing of or­ 
ders for the alteration of districts, aud the 
carrying forward the process for securing the 
alteration; the condemning of an old and un­ 
fit school house and providing for the speedy 
building of a new one, the direction to the 
trustees to make repairs und furnish conve­ 
niences needed for the comfort of the children 
attending school; the hearing of complaints 
and the composing of district difficulties; 
the visitation und inspection of schools to 
learn their condition and management, and 
to consult With trustees iii regard to promo­ 
ting their efficiency; the accurate reporting 
once a veur to the Superintendent, bused on 
the trustees' report, of every school; the ap- 
portioning of the public money according lo 
these reports—both works requiring extreme 
care and accuracy and much labor, and two 
weeks’ 
services 
at 
the 
Teachers’ 
In­ 
stitute—these summarize the commissioners' 
main duties, 
which aru of 
a 
character 
certainly important enough to call for the em­ 
ployment of a claes of officials who make this 
business a specialty. 
It is a work essentia I 
to the harmonious and efficient action of the 
school system—found to Im? such by the most 
sagacious and experienced educators. 
Some 
other class or other agency might possibly do 
this work more cheaply if not us well, but it 
must t>e done, or the commou school becomes 
a nullity aud a reproach. 
As to the alleged 
cost of this service, the work, as now done, 
certainly docs M I .weld clinching' prom .'. The 
Commissioner receives for his yearly services 
no more than a sharp lawyer may get for five 
days’ labor at the rate of $200 a day. 
The 
sum of $114,000 paid to the state's 114 com­ 
missioners annually is not greater than the 
joint yearly earnings of two or three metro­ 
politan lawyers we coaid name, and this sum 
looks utterly insignificant placed beside the 
$10,416,588 forming the total expenditures 
for the maintenance of public schools in the 
state for the year 1872. 
Still, if this smaller 
outlay would just as well be spared and thus 
saved,Its continuance Jwere a wasteful su[*erflu- 
ity. 
On this {joint the Legislature are fully 
competent to decide and will no doubt abolish 
the commissioners just so soon as they find 
their office and work no longer useful. 
As to 
the likelihood of any other agency doing this 
work i cheaper and better than the present 
commissioners, it may be well to hear what 
the IIou. A. B. Weaver, the State Superinten­ 
dent—than whom no more competent, faithful 
aud efficient officer ever held the place—has 
to say in the matter. 
In his last luminous re­ 
port to the Legislature he says: 
“The vital importance pf thorough super­ 
vision to the success of any system of public 
instruction bas been so fully discussed in my 
former reports, that it Is unnecessary to dwell 
u [ von 
it 
here. 
Its 
necessity 
seems 
to 
be 
conceded 
by 
all 
who 
have 
had any experience in the woik of popular 
education or who have intelligently observed 
It. 
This could hardly be otherwise, since ef­ 
fective supervision in some form is manifestly 
the principle of life In all properly conceived 
plans for general education. 
Without it, all 
expenditures of money, no m atter how liberal, 
will be ineffectual 
It is useless to build cost­ 
ly and convenient school houses and to em­ 
ploy an army of teachers, if the system lacks 
supervision. 
The only question is in respect 
to the beat means of securing it. None of the 
diflerent plans suggested which have come to 
my notice would, lf adopted, be better than 
that which has been adhered to so long in this 
state, 
Most of these proposed as a substitute 


for it have already been tried, aud afterward 
abandoned because unfitted to produce the 
desired results. 
The present system of super­ 
vision by commissioners having boon in op­ 
eration since 1856, there has been amplo time 
to test its merits and to reveal uny defects 
with which it may be justly chargeable. That 
ll has Imperfections is indeed true, but I am 
not convinced that any other method would 
subserve the purpose as well, or with less cost 
to the state. 
I would, however, favor any 
modifications that are really calculated to 
render it more effective." 
Referiiug lo two proposed changes, and 
showing their inefficiency, the Superintendent 
remarks in regard to the latter: 
“ The oth­ 
er proposed change relates to the manner of 
selecting commissioners. It Is suggested that 
they be appointed by some authority which 
shall be held responsible for the choice of com­ 
petent and faithful officers, instead of choos­ 
ing them by popular election. 
It iscontended 
ihat the office is frequently bestowed upon in­ 
competent persons us a reward for political 
services 
in 
disregard 
of 
the 
le­ 
gitimate 
qualifications 
for 
an 
in­ 
telligent discharge of its varied aud impor­ 
tant duties. 
In respect to some of the com­ 
missioners elected ut diflerent times, there is 
foundation lor this charge. 
I cheerfully bear 
testimony, however, to the ability ami faith­ 
fulness of the larger majority of those who 
have held the office since my connection with 
this departm ent.” 
The common school system of our stale is 
yet far from being perfect. 
It will, no doubt, 
undergo other changes to adapt it more fully 
to the spirit and genius of a progressive age, 
and to the demands of the masses of a free 
people.f| Everyjchange really an improvement 
that shall give it higher character and efficien­ 
cy will be hailed with satisfaction by every 
good citizen.

About half-past eight o’clock Thursday eve­ 
ning the barn of D. & A. McMillan, on Union 
street, was discovered to be on tire. An alarm 
was sounded and the firemen were toon on 
the ground, Cornell Hose Company being tha 
first to have hose stretched and Liudsley 
Steamer having the first stream on. As the 
burning building was adjacent to several 
frame dwellings and other buildings, and a 
strong wind blowing, it was feared for a time 
a disastrous conflagration might ensue; but 
streams from the engines speedily extinguished 
the fire and the surrounding buildings were 
but slightly scorched. The barn burned so 
rapidly, however, that it was found impossible 
to remove the contents, including a horse, 
sleigh, harness and other property. Every ef­ 
fort was made to save the horse, but in vain. 
We are uninformed as to the exact loss and 
insurance, but a hasty estimate placed the 
loss at $800, and the insurance on the build­ 
ing was thought to be §150. 
There are various conjectures as to the ori­ 
gin of the fire and '.lie general opinion was 
that it was the work of incendiaries; aud a 
lady living in the neighborhood positively as­ 
serts that she saw three boys running away 
from the building a few minutes before the fire 
was seen. 


In tc re s tin s ' to B u a tm c u . 
A few days since we noticed the operations 
of Elijah Brainard’s wrecking pump atGreen- 
bush, in pumping from a sunken boat with 
over 709 bu3hels of corn. Soon after comple­ 
ting this work Mr. B. was applied to raise the 
barge Franklin, formerly belonging to John 
G. White of this city, which was sunk at Ath­ 
ens, with a load of 175,000 brick. Other par­ 
ties attemptedfto raise the sunken vessel and 
failed. Mr. Brainard felt confident of suc­ 
cess, and accepted the proposition made him. 
He despatched his wrecking pump in charge 
of Capt. John Ostrom to the spot, and com­ 
menced operations,which were greatly imped­ 
ed by the breaking up of the ice and freshets. 
The boat was seven feet under water at ordi­ 
nary tide, and it therefore became necessary 
to build a cofler dam about the main hatch, 
and to batter down the other hatches. 
This 
difficult work was accomplished by Mr. B.’s 
sub marine divers, and on Monday morning 
the pump was put at work, and in two hours 
the barge was afloat ! This may seem in­ 
credible. but it is true nevertheless. 
The 
barge is now alongside the dock at Alliens, in 
charge of the insuraace people, who are to 
repair it. It is conceded that Mr. B.’s pump 
is the most eflectivc and powerful ever built. 
—At bang Express. 


N a v ig a tio n o f tiie I.o w c r H u d s o n . 
The Newburgh Journal of Wednesday morn­ 
ing says; “The steamer Walter Brett, which 
has been running without stoppage between 
New York and New Hamburgh, passed here 
going north at about eleven o’clock yesterday 
morning on her way to New Hamburgh, not­ 
withstanding the ‘Poughkeepsie special dis­ 
patch’ to all the world that ‘the Hudson for 
the first time this winter is closed between 
Newburgh and Albany.’ The Brett returned

11. Ramsdell & Co.’s dock on account of the 
snow squall that prevailed aboui that time.

T h e C o m m issio n e r S y ste m —H o w 
V ie w e d b y the S ta te S u p e r in ­ 
ten d e n t. 
The Freeman does not seem to lake kindly 
to the School Commissioners. It clamors to 
have them abolished. Tlieir cost to the state 
it thinks far outweighs the value of their ser­ 
vices. The work done by them mijriit be done 
more cheaply and not more poorly by some 
other methods, though what tiiese may be it 
doe3 not very clearly explain. It may at least 
be doubted whether such hope would be re 
alized and whether after all any wiser, better 
or more economical arrangement for perform 
iug a necessary service could be found than 
that which the present Commissioner system 
supplies. You will furnish the space, I hope, 
for a few calm words in support of this view. 
The common school system of our state, as in 
operation now, is a growth. It did not sprit) 
full-born into being. It is the fruit of earnest, 
patient thought, study and labor applied to it 
by the soundest and most enlightened intel­ 
lects of the state. It made progress through 
slow experiment, moving hopefully along thro’ 
nearly all the years of thejpresent century. The 
result is a common school system, admirable 
os a whole, and challenging comparison with 
the most advanced and complete systems to 
be found in all the country. The doors of the 
common school are throwu open to all the 
children of the state. The state’s liberal boun­ 
ty furnishes the means of education for the 
poorest, and the increasing outlay for educa­ 
tional purposes, rendered necessary by the 
growing numbers of the population, and easily 
met by the steadily growing wealth and re­ 
sources of “ the Empire State,” is no less hon­ 
orable to lier public spirit than it is significant 
of a true, far-seeing policy. 
The commissioners have now for nearly 
eighteen years formed a part of the school 
system. , They superseded the town superin­ 
tendents, who were found inadequate for the 
specific service expected of them. The ap­ 
pointment of the former, with their duties 
clearly defined by statute, marked an advance 
in the right direction. The Commissioners 
were made local supervisors of the schools in 
their several districts, with powers, subject to 
the State Superintendent, to regulate and di­ 
rect all matters pertaining to the welfare of 
the schools. Among their duties were these, 
viz: The securing of proper teachers for dis­ 
tricts, by careful examination into their moral 
as well as their intellectual qualifications, li­ 
censing sueh, and annulling the certificates of 
teachers found perchance incompetent, or be­ 
ing morally unworthy. The defining of the 
true boundaries of districts, the issuing of or­ 
ders for the alteration of districts, and the 
carrying forward the process for securing the 
alteration; the condemning of an old and un­ 
fit school bouse and providing for the speedy 
building of a new one, the direction to the 
trustees to make repairs and furnish conve­ 
niences needed for the comfort of the chiklreu 
attending school; the hearing of complaints 
and the composing of district difficulties; 
the visitation and inspection of schools to 
learn tbeir condition and management, and 
to consult frith trustees in regard to promo­ 
ting their efficiency; the accurate reporting 
once a year to the Superintendent, based on 
the trustees’ report, of every school; the ap­ 
portioning of the public money according to 
these reports—both works requiring extreme 
care and accuracy and much labor, and two 
weeks’ services at the Teachers’ In­ 
stitute—these summarize the commissioners’ 
main duties, which are of a character 
certainly important enough to call for the em­ 
ployment of a class of officials who make this 
business a specially. It is a work essentia I 
to the harmonious and efficient action of the 
school system—found to be such by the most 
sagacious and experienced educators. Some 
other class or other agency might possibly do 
this work more cheaply if not as well, but it 
must be done, or the common school becomes 
a nullity and a reproach. As to the alleged 
cost of this service, the work, as now done, 
certainly does not yield enriching profits. The 
Commissioner receives for his yearly services 
no more than a sharp lawyer may get for five 
days’ labor at the rate of $200 a day. 
The 
sum of $114,000 paid to the state's 114 com­ 
missioners annually is not greater than the 
joint yearly earnings of two or three metro­ 
politan lawyers we could name, and this sum 
looks utterly insignificant placed beside the 
$10,416,588 forming the total expenditures 
for the maintenance of public schools in the 
state for the year 1872. Still, if this smaller 
outlay would just as well be spared and thus 
saved,its continuancejwere a wasteful superflu­ 
ity. On this point the Legislature are fully 
competent to decide and will no doubt abolish 
the commissioners just so soon as they find 
their office and work no longer .useful. As to 
the likelihood of any other agency 'doing this 
work' cheaper and better than the present 
commissioners, it may be well to hear what 
the Hon. A. B. Weaver, the State Superinten 
dent—than whom no more competent, faithful 
and efficient officer ever held the place—has 
to say in the matter. In his last luminous re 
port to the Legislature he says: 
“The vital importance of thorough super­ 
vision to the success of any system of public 
instruction has been so fully discussed in my 
former reports, that it is unnecessary to dwell 
upon it 
here. 
Its necessity 
seems 
to be 
conceded 
by 
all 
who 
have 
had any experience in the wotk of popular 
education or who have intelligently observed 
it. This could hardly be otherwise, since ef­ 
fective supervision in some form is manifestly 
the principle of life in all properly conceived 
plans for general education. Without it, all 
expenditures of money, no matter how liberal, 
will be ineffectual It is useless to build cost­ 
ly and convenient school houses and to em­ 
ploy an army of teachers, if the system lack3 
supervision. 
The only question is in respect 
to the best means of securing it. None of the 
different plans suggested which haye come to 
my notice would, if adopted, be better than 
that which has been adhered to so long in this 
state. Mo3t of Ihese proposed as a substitute 


for it have already been tried, aud afterward 
abandoned because unfitted to produce the 
desired results. The present system of super­ 
vision by commissioners having been iu op­ 
eration since 1856, there has been ample time 
to test its merits and to reveal any defects 
with which it may be justly chargeable. That 
U has imperfections is indeed true, but I am 
not convinced that any other method would 
subserve the purpose as well, or with less cost 
to the state. I would, however, favor any 
modifications that arc really calculated to 
render it more eftective.” 
Referí iug K> two proposed cliauges, and 
showing their inefficiency, the Superintendent 
remarks in 
regard to the latter; “ The oth­ 
er proposed change relates to the manner of 
selecting commissioners. It is suggested that 
they be appointed by some authority which 
shall be held responsible for the choice of com­ 
petent and faithful officers, instead of choos­ 
ing them by popular election. It iscontended 
that the office is frequently bestowed upon in­ 
competent persons as a reward for political 
services in 
disregard 
of 
the 
le­ 
gitimate 
qualifications 
for 
an 
in­ 
telligent discharge of its varied aud impor­ 
tant duties. In respect to some of the com­ 
missioners elected at different times, there is 
foundation for this charge. I cheerfully bear 
testimony, however, to the ability and faith­ 
fulness of the larger majority of those who 
have held the office since my connection witli 
this department.” 
The common school system of our state is 
yet far from being perfect. It will, no doubt, 
undergo other changes to adapt it more fully 
to the spirit and genius of a progressive age, 
and to the demands of the masses of a free 
people.f|Every*change really an improvement 
that shall give it higher character and efficien­ 
cy will be hailed
